lf Democratic House Repecte It the 
leeue Will Be Taken Before the 


Country Next Year. 


Washington, Nov. 20,—The Republi­ 
can party’s big appeal in 1912 for the 
support of the country's business in 
telesis will be based on the claim that 
lf it is restored to power It will reform 
the currency system. 
It will reinforce this argument with 
a reading of the record to show that 
such an accomplishment is impossi­ 
ble if the Democrats come into power. 
The modified Aldrich currency plan 
will be the one to which the adminis 
tration will commit itself. This plan 
will be presented to congress by the 
report of the monetary commission at 
the opening of the coming session. 
There was prospect of a division 
until Senator Hailey resigned from 
the monetary commission. 
He took 
the old fashioned state's rights Demo 
cratic position that the establishment 
of such a central bank as is propoaed 
was without the powers of congress. 
People familiar with th# proceed­ 
ings inside the commission say that 
Senator Hailey was inclined to admit 
that the plau itself would probably be 
beneficial to the country; but he in­ 
sisted that on constitutional grounds 
it was impossible. Therefore he felt 
compelled to oppose it. 
This, it is said, is the real reason 
back of Mr. Hailey’s resignation from 
the monetary commission. 
He could 
not remain there and in good con­ 
science acquiesce In the report; yet 
be was willing not unnecessarily to In­ 
terpose his objections to the plan. 
At any rate, whatever Mr. Hailey's 
motives, It is claimed with confidence 
by the advocate* of the commission 
plan that it will be reported unani­ 
mously by the present members. 
Then the hanking and general busi­ 
ness interests ptopose to put behind 
it all the energy aud influence they 
can command, in the hope of forcing 
it to passage the coming session 
The Aldrich plan, as It now stands, 
provides for a national reserve asso 
elation of $30U,00u,dU0 capital. 
Na­ 
tional and state banks and trust com­ 
panies may be stockholders in it iu 
proportion to their capital. They are 
not required to take stock, but the 
banker advocates of the plan believe 
practically all of 
them 
would 
be 
brought to se# the merits and advan 
tages of entering and that they would 
do so. 
The plan does not provide directly 
for the retirement of national bank 
currency, but It does 
provide that 
within a year the reserve association 
shall take over government bonds ten 
dered to it by national hanks. 
Assures Banks Against Loss. 
As national bank circulation is pos­ 
sible only on the basis of bonds, the 
banks would give up their circulation 
privilege 
as 
they turned in their 
bonds, and the 
reserve 
association 
would acquire that privilege This part 
of the plan is regarded as important, 
because, first, it assures the banks 
against 
serious loss in their 2 per 
lent bonds, and, second, it gives the 
reserve association some business, to 
guarantee that It will not he opeiated 
at a ioae. This latter bas been one of 
the targe problema. 
AU the present fabric of banking in 
stltutlons is to be left Intact, and the 
new association will find Its largest 
initial difficulty in getting business 
enough to earn a respectable return. 
The reserve association will have 
authority 
to 
Issue 
emergency cur­ 
rency, under such restriction as It is 
believed will effectively prevent In 
nation on one side, and dangerous, 
sudden contraction of the circulation 
In panicky times, on the other. 
The National Reserve association Is 
to have fifteen branches, and each of 
these in turn shall have branches, 
designated as local reserve assoria 
tions. The plan Is so arranged that 
the earnings of the National Reserve 
association 
mav not exceed 6 per 
tent on its stock. The surplus above 
this is to go to the government. 
Careful effort has been made ao to 
distribute the control of the reserve 
association that no section or particu­ 
lar Interest may ever control and dom 
butte It. 
In merest outline, this is the pro 
ject which will be reported by the 
monetary commission, and to which it 
is hoped the senate will give assent. 
lf the Democratic house re pert s It, 
the Issue will then he joined before 
the country, and the leading Repuhll 
tan issue—or one of them 
In 1912 
will be currency reform, and the alo- 
gsn, "The Demo* rats can’t. 
We can." 
Coupled with the tariff commission 
Ban for revision slowly and by de 
grees, with the fullest possible invea 
ligation and information, this plat 
will constitute the party's appeal for 
support of the substantial Interests of 
the nation

Awakes to Find Husband Had Severed 
Lad’s Head and Ran From House 
In Hor Fright. 


Reading, Pa., Nov. 20.—Charles H. 
Melcher, aged thirty-six years, a well 
known boss machinist, while tempor­ 
arily Insane, practically severed the 
head of bis ten-year-old son, Lewis, 
attempted to Kill bis wife and then 
ended his own life by cutting his 
throat. 
Because of the many robberies In 
the city recently, the mother slept in 
a rear room with her son, while her 
husband occupied a front room. Mrs. 
Melcher was awakened by her hus­ 
band, who was standing at the foot 
end of the bed crying: "Oh, God, have 
mercy on my soul." In his hand he 
held a razor. 
Glancing at her son, Mrs. Melcher 
saw him in a pool of blood with his 
throat cut. Melcher started tor his 
wife, who Jumped out of bed, grabbed 
her son and ran downstaira with him. 
placing the lifeless form on the floor 
of the hallway. 
Attired in her night dress and bare­ 
footed, she ran to the home of ber 
parents, seveu blocks away. 
Neigh­ 
bors, hearing the shrieks at the Mel­ 
cher home, sent for the police. When 
the officers arrived they found the 
son lying in the hallway with his 
hesd severed from hts body. 
Melcher was found In the bathroom 
with hts throat cut from ear to ear. 
He was still living and he was rushed 
to a hospital, but died before the In­ 
stitution was reached. 
The wife is almost 
frantic 
with 
grief Melcher, who came from a good 
family, took his boy down town Sat­ 
urday night and bought him a hat and 
other articles. 
When he retired he 
was in the best of spirits, although re­ 
cently he had complained of violet** 
[•ains in his head 
Melcher was very fond of his fam­ 
ily aud scarcely ever went away from 
the house without taking his family 
with him. He was strictly temperate 
and held a lucrative position as boss 
machinist of a knitting mill employ 
ing thousands of hands. He was an 
inventive 
genius and 
had patented 
many improvements for knitting ma­ 
chinery. 
In a statement Mrs. Melcher said 
her husband had been complaining of 
great pains in his head for a week or 
more, but that there were no sign# 
of insanity. The supposition Ie that 
he suddenly became violently Insane 
Melcher * young son was a hand- 
some-looking boy, bright for bls age. 
and was a great favorite in the neigh 
borhood.

years, the clerical force has increased 
only 38 per cent. The navy d ep art­

among the governm ent departm ents. 
The leport will show that the ached* 
ulc for pay for the clerks has actually 
been revised downward since 1854, and 
it will declare that if congress is not 
eady to m ake a general increase it
